JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 11.—Senator 
Brogan of 8t. Louis. introduced a Dill 
today requiring every. legislative agent 
to wear a uniform, cap and badge. 
It is provided also that the cap and 
badge shall bear the initials of the 
legislative agent and the name of the 
ccerporation by which he is employed 
i9 oppose or promote legislation. 

The bill is designed as an amendment 
to the celebrated anti-lobby law. Un- 
der this statute all persons employed 
to act as legislative agents-«or counsel 
ere required to register at the Secretary 
of State’s office. 

The Secretary of State is authorized 
by the Brogan amendment to determine 
the quality, color and other necessary 
details of the proposed uniform for 
lobbyists. 

“T have seen a lot of wise people in- 
troducing bills and I thought I would 
just hand out a little one myself,’ said 
Brogan to the Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent. 

“This is my maiden attempt at law- 
making. The greatest difficulty I have 
had so far is in distinguishing who are 
and who are not lobbyists.

“It was he who asked me 
to file suit for divorce, charging deser- 
tion and cruelty, although I knew I 
was telling a lie. He told me I was 
young and handsome and would be- 
come a great actress and that he would 
teach me to act. I believed him and fell 
an easy victim to his flattering. I did 
not love him, but I could not say no 
when he asked me to do wrong.” 

Asked under cross-examination why 
she lived with Dury while her husband 
was absent, she said, referring to her 
husband, “I did not love him then.”

TT WOULD TAKE | 
A BIG BLOW 
TS UPSET 
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BOSTON, Feb. 11.—A vaccine which 
will successfully battle with the dread 
germs of pneumonia, blood poisoning 
and typhoid fever seems to have been 
developed at the laboratory of Tufts 
Medical School. After two years of 
work and experimentation along the 
lines of the discovery of Sir A. E. 
Wright of London, Dr. Timothy Leary, 
head pathologist at Tufts, announced 
this morning that an antitoxin for these 
three diseases had been perfected, and 
that the laboratory is now prepared to 
supply physicians with the serum. 

. While Dr. Leary will not discuss it 
at length, it is known that he is now 
working on an antitoxin for tuberculo- 
sis. That this antitoxin has réached far 
alcng in the experimental stage is ad- 
mitted, but Dr. Leary says that it may 
be years before it will be perfected. 

Dead Germs Kill Live Ones. 

The Tufts pathologists take no credit 
to themselves for the discovery an- 
nounced. They say it is simply the per- 
fecting and working out into practical 
use of the theories discovered by Sir 
A. E. Wright, the famous London phy- 
sician. This is the Opsoric theory, 
which, when proved by Dr. Wright 
three years ago, created endless discus- 
sion. The substance of this theory is 
dead germs automatically created an 
antitoxin in the blood for all living 
germs of the same kind. In other 
words, dead germs in the bloou form a 
poison that is fatal to all living germs 
of the same kind with which they come 
in contact. 

Following this theory out, the Tufts 
pathologists have proven that it is pos- 
sible to inject into the blood dead germs 
and that after the inoculation they 
form the antitoxin fatal to all living 
germs of the same kind. It was only a 
question of isolating the particular 
germs, and establishing the proper 
method of inoculation, the quantity to 
be administered and the method of 
treatment. 

In pneumonia, blood poisoning and ty- 
phoid fever this was learned “‘by sever- 
al hundred experiments, running over 
two years,” Dr. Leary said today. 

Out of several methods, vaccine was 
chosen as the best method. It already 
has been tried by several physicians 
outside of the college, and the effect 
has been all that has been hoped for.

BOOKS PADDED

CHICAGO, Feb. 11.—For the first time 
since the failure of A. Booth & Co., the 
so-called Fish Trust, the story of alleged 
falsified financial statemenis presented 





by the fish company to banks from 
which money was borrowed, was told by 
a witness under oath today. 

The witness was Frederick R. Rob- 
bins, formerly assistant treasurer of the 
Booth concern and at present manager 
for Reeeiver Chalmers. The testimony 
was given in connection with :the hear- 
ing being held by Master in Chancery 
Booth. 

Robbins testified that the books of the 
company were properly kept, but that 
statements presented in 1907 to the Com- 
mercial National Bank, the Continental 
National Bank, the Corn Exchange Na- 
tional Bank and the First National 
Bank, the bills payable by the firm were 
scaled down $1,000,000 and the bills, re- 
ceivable increased by about the same 
amount, a difference of about $2,000,000 
in all. Previous erroneous statements, 
he said, had been mace. 

The following yea:, witness said, he 
had several conversations with W. Ver- 
non Booth, head of the firm, relative to 
the statements, and Mr. Booth expressed 
surprise at the state of affairs. Finally 
it was agreed to make a statement of 
the true condition of affairs to the 
banks concerned. 

“This was done last \August,’’. Mr. 
Robbins said. “W. Vernon. Booth, W. 
F. Cochran, Stephen Chase and our at- 
torney, H. 8S. Robbins, were présent.”’

President-Elect and His Wife

NEW ORLEANS, Feb. 11.—The scout 
cruiser Birmingham crossed the bar at 
8:50 this morning and proceeded on her 
way up the river conveying President- 
elect Taft and party to New Orleans. 

Mr. Taft and his party transferred 
from the North Carolina to the Bir- 
mingham. half an hour before the 
start. ; 

As the president-elect boarded the 
Birmingham, the Montana and North 
Carolina fired salutes of 13 guns, and 
then weighing their anchors, put slow- 
ly out to sea. They became mere 
specks on the horizon almost before 
the Birmingham got well under way 
on her trip up the river. 

The President-elect was in fine 
spirits when he arose this morning 
and found one of the prettiest days of 
his trip breaking on the gulf. 

Mr. Taft appreciated the tooting of 
the little pilot boat whistles and 
smiled and doffed his hat as the Bir- 
mingham pushed up the river. 

The reception program for the day 
opened at ll a. m., when Mr. Taft was 
welcomed by the River Reception Com- 
mittee off the foot of Canal street. 

The afternoon program calls for an- 
other reception at the Canal street land- 
ing and Mr. and Mrs. Taft will be 
driven to the Pickwick Club to review 
the parade. 

After seeing the parade, the Presi- 
dent-elect will join it in a carriage and 
drive through the city. 

A slightly chilly wind served to inject 
more life to the occasion and to add to 
he activities of those engaged in making 
ready for the reception of the next 
President. 

A unique situation has arisen at the 
Hotel Grunewald, where Taft is to stay. 
It occurred to the management of the 
hotel today that the bath of Taft's quar- 
ters is only the regular tub of standard 
size, and it is feared that the President- 
elect will be unable to get into it.

200 WHITE SLAVES WILL BE 
SOLD ON LINCOLN’S BIRTHDAY 
AT PUBLIC CHURCH AUCTION

NEW YORK, Feb. 11.—On the birth- 
day of Lincoln, the great emancipator, 
200 ‘‘white slaves’’ are to be sold at auc- 
tion by E. T. O'Loughlin, secretary of 
the Park Slope Board of Trade, to any- 
fone who will offer food, shelter or em- 
ployment. The 20 are young, middle 
aged and old nien, who, discouraged in 
the vain search for employment, are of- 
fering themselves to the highest bidder. 
The sale will be held in a Brooklyn 
church. 

O'Loughlin has already sold 50 men 
who were unable to find anything to do. 
The unique proceeding originated with a 
machinist who was advertised in the 
newspapers and sold to a woman to run 
a chicken farm in New Jersey, Among 
the bidders for the other men was a 
South American adventurer, who wanted 
a score of hardy, reckless spirits. 

In the consignment to be disposed of 
tomorrow night are several college grad- 
uates who have been shoveling snow for 
the city for several days. The men at 
the sale will wear black masks to con- 
eceal their identity. No difficulty is 
looked for in disposing of the 200.

G. G. Pabst, president, of the Pabst 
Brewing Co. of Milwaukee, was put 
on the stand Thursday morning by Mr. 
Lehmann, attorney for Mr. Lemp, so 
that he might give his testimony and 
return at once to Milwaukee. 

Mr. Pabst is a brother-in-law of Wil- 
liam v. Lemp, having married his sister. 
He was at the wedding of Mr. Lemp to 
Miss Lillian Handian and was one of 
the witnesses to the ante-nuptial agree- 
ment between Mr. Lemp and Miss 
Handlan that if children were born of 
the marriage the mother would not at- 
tempt to influence them in a religious 
way. 

Mr. Pabst wa. shown this agreement 
and he testified regarding it: 

Mrs. Lemp is a memper of the Catholic 
church. Mr. Lemp is not a church 
member. She admits signing the pa- 
per, but says she did not understand its 
contents. 

After the brief testimony of Mr. Pabst 
the reading of the deposition of William 
J. Lemp, which begun Wednesday, was 
resumed. 

Testimony as to the wealth of Mr. 
Lemp was heard by Judge Hitchcock 
in a special session of court held 
Wednesday hight. It ,was contained in 
a deposition given by Mr. Lemp some 
time ago and read to the Judge by the 
lawyers. 

Mrs. Lemp and her father, A. 
Mandlan, contend that Mr. Lemp 
worth a million and a half, and they 
contend that the alimony the wife is to 
receive, if any is awarded, should be 
in proportion. 

Mr. Lemp says that he is worth con- 
siderably less than a million, with pros- 
pects that he will be worth less than 
he is now, owing to the spread of the 
prohibition sentiment, which is working 
injury to the property of brewers. This 
spread of prohibition and the losses he 
Nad sustained by it was referred to in 
several places in the deposition of Mr. 
Lemp. He showed where it had cut 
down his dividends and had even closea 
some of the Lemp plants in the South- 
west.

And in addition to that he is 
allowed $5000 a year to spend in saloons 
and other places where his beer ig sold 
to get the good will of his customers 

Mr. Lemp will testify when he takes 
the stand that his visits to houses kept 
by women, which were. testified to 
Wednesday forenoon were simply visits 
of business. In those places large quan- 
tities of beer were sold and it was the 
custom of brewers to visit such places 
occasionally and spend money freely. 

Mr. Lemp's testimony showed that he 
was interested in a large number of busi- 
nesses outside of the brewery interest. 
He has breweries in Texas and Louisi- 
ana and ice, cold storage and refrigera- 
tor plants in towns in Missouri, Okla- 
home, Texas, Arkansas and Louisiana. 
In nearly all of these businesses he 
owns a one-seventh interest which was 
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left him by his father and his mother. 

There were seven heirs and each got 
ohe-seventh of the estate. The part of 
Louis Lemp, one of the brothers, has 
since been bought by the others, and 
this brother lives in New York. 

When Mrs. Lemp Was Kunocked Down, 

The deposition read Wednesday re- 
ferred to the time when Mr. Lemp is 
alleged to have knocked his wife down. 
Mrs. Lemp testified when she was on 
the stand that he came into the bath- 
room and without a word having passed 
between them he knocked her down 
three times. 

Mr. Lemp says that he might have 
struck her in his excitement. If he did 
so, he says, it was because she made a 
disparaging remark about his mother, 
who was then in a dying condition. This 
angered him so that he lost control of 
himself.

ATTACK ON UNIVERSITY IS 
MADE BY REPRESENTATIVE 


Auerswald Presents Resolution De- 
manding Itemized Statement 


of Expenses. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 11—A reso# 
lution attacking the State University 
and alleging that its reponts do not 
satisfactorily explain how it,has ex- 
pended vast portions of the sums ap- 
propriated for it, was introduced by 
Representative Auerswald of Jefferson 
County. 

_The resolution makes a demand upon 
the ‘university to furnish within’ ten 
days a detailed and itemized account 
of its expenditures, maae under oath. 

Anamosa of Petts denounced the reso- 
lution. “It is a reflection upon men 
like D. R. Francis, Campbell Wells, 
President Hill, Dr. Jesse and others 
who are declared by it to be grafters,”’ 
he said, ‘‘and could only come from a 
backwoods member such as its author 
-”" 

Auerswald said in his resolution that 
the report “bunched” too many items, 
such as ‘“‘traveling expenses, $30,000,000.” 
After an attempt to expunge the reso- 
lution had failed, it was withdrawn. 

Pemberton of Boone then got through 
a resolution requesting the secretary of 
the university to bring to the Appropria- 
tion Committee a full itemized account 
of expenditures for the biennial period.

Alleged Forgers Leap From 
Third-Story Window When 


Officers Knock. 








Hearing policemen in the hallway of 
their rooming house at 3006 Olive street, 
Ben Berg, a traveling salesman, and 
Homer Meigs, a shoeworker, accused of 
Passing a worthless check, leaped from 
a third story window to the roof of a 
two-story addition to the heuse, in an 
effort to escape.

When taken to the Manchester Ave- 
nue Police Station, Berg and Meigs de- 
nied that the check was worthleéss., Berg 
said he trave'ed for his father, and 
that the latter had given him permis- 
sion to sign his name to checks. He 
said the check would be paid by his fa- 
ther. 

The check was indorsed by Meigs 
who was known to the grocer. Explain- 
ing their flight, Berg said he had been 
in the city only a few days and not 
knowing much about the house in which 
he was living, thought it was being 
raided by the police. 

Bender cashed the check several days 
ago. No word has been received from 
Berg's father as to whether the check

“LEWES, Del., Feb. 11.—Nine men and 
a skipper’s wife were saved from the 
sea off these shores Wednesday, after 
the most dangerous and thrilling bit of 
rescue work ever accomplished by the 
life savers of this district. 

“The four-masted schooner Sarah W. 
Lawrence, Capt. D. C. Moore, from 
Norfolk to Boston with d¢oal, was 
pounding to pieces at daylight on Hen 
and Chicken Shoals, engulfed by moun- 
tainous seds and swept by a hurricane. 
‘The captain, his wife and his crew 
of eight had been driven to the rigging, 
where they were clinging desperately, 
and all but exhausted, when help ap- 
Apeared, summoned by wireless. The res- 
cuers came in the nick of time, for no 
sooner had the last man been taken off 
than the little vessel broke in halves 
and was ground to pieces by rocks and 
resistiess billows. 

_ The rescue occupied six hours of peri- 
fous work by the combined life-saving 
crews of Cape Penelopen and Lewes 
stations. The Sarah Lawrence was com- 
ing up the coast when she was over- 
taken by a tremendous gale from the 
southward. The blow struck her sud- 
@enly and soon developed a velocity of 
@ miles an hour. 

Capt. Moore headed his heavily-laden 
craft for the Delaware Breakwater, lit- 
erally flying up the coast in the wild 
storm. The sea through which she 
plowed was a surging mass, senditg up 
@ spray so heavy that nothing could 
be seen at any point. As she blindly

Sixteen Battleships to Be Reviewad 
Feb, 22 as They Enter 


Hampton Roads. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—President 
Roosevelt, on board the Mayflower, ac- 
companied by Secretary Newberry and 
a party of other Government officials 
and friends, will leave Washington on 
Sunday afternoon, Feb. 21, for Hampton 
Roads, to review the Atlantic fleet on 
its return from the reund-the-world trip. 
According to arrangements announced 
today the Mayflower will anchor in the 
vicinity of Bug Light, at the entrance 
to Hampton Roads, on the morning of 
Feb. 22. At il o'clock the fleet will 
pass in review before the President and 
will proceed to Hampton Roads, where 
the ships will drop ancnor in the posi- 
tion from which {it began the world 
cruise on Dec. 16, 1907. 
In passing the Mayflower each ship 
will fire the presidential salute of 21

If the plan is accepted in Missouri, no 
doubt New Jersey will soon be invited 
tv go into partnership with the Stand- 
ard Oil of New Jersey, Indiana with the 
Standard Oil of Indiana, Pennsylvania 
with the Standard’s pipe lines in Penn- 
sylvania, Oklahoma with the Standard’s 
subsidiary companies in Gov.

Old-Time Enthusiast Wanted Many 
Scores, but Such a Contest Now 
Is Declared “Rotten.”

W 


® still hear a clamor from scattered baseball fans that the game needs 
thore batting. They say we should chenge the rules so the pitcher 
wouldn’t have so much power. They claim that the decline in hitting 


during the past five or six years has deprived tle game of its principal feature. 
But those same scattered fans will join in with the throng next summer and 
sit thrilled with intense excitement thrrough some li-inning pitchers’ battle be- 
fore either team scores, and then leave the grounds declaring it ‘“‘the greatest 


‘@ame they ever saw.” 

‘The baseball fan who delights in one 
of those batting festivals that are bound 
to occur even in the best drilted teams, 
is not educatéd to the great American 


game. He must have spent his early 
days in the back woods and seen only 
school boys at play, for his conception 
of a “great game” is indeed childish. 
The live fan, from New York to San 


rd, Francisco, is the one who will face the 


gun in a July bleacher from 3 o’clock 
wntil 7 while two pitchers struggle in- 
‘ning after inning and not a single run- 
- fer gets across the home plate. That 
fan who will forget his wife, children 
and supper in the intensity of the con- 
test on the field before him, is the fan 
who knows baseball in all ita finer 
points. 

In the days of ’@, and that’s going 
‘back some, there were ball games where 
‘one team would score as many as 100 
runs in nine innings. Scores such as 8 
to 67 were common. If a@ team failed 
to score more than 20 runs it was 





thought something very unusual was the 
matter. 

How tiring it must have been to the 
spectators to see the runners scamper 
around the bases. How long the game 
must have been and it’s probably safe 
to say there wasn’t half the demon- 
stration made over a team’s scoring 
100 runs then as there is now when 
a team scores one, for in these days, 
that one run often means victory. 

A game that isn’t a struggle, isn’t 
considered of much worth in modern 
times. It is not an uncommon sight 
to see enthusiastic fans leave the ball 
park after the first few innings, if one 
team starts a batting rally and takes 
the lead by five or six runs. But a fel- 
low that’s a “real’’ fan would have to 
be. told his house was on’ fire and his 
children all burned before he would 
leave one of those pitchers’ battles 
where néither side had scored at the 
end of nine innings and probably not 
more than a half dozen base hits had 
been made by both teams combined.

Alone and almost unnoticed, William 
Jennings Bryan alighted Thursday 
morning .at 7:56 o’clock frem a train at 
the Union Station. He had come from 
Montgomery, Ala. He _ will lecture 


Thursday night in the Odeon, on “The 
Prince of s« eace.’ 

The only persons who met him were 
his cousin, Dr. M. Dwight Jennings of 
4110 Washington boulevard, and a news- 
paper man. As he walked through the 
crowds at the Union Station going to a 
street car no on® accosted him. 

He went to spend the day at ‘nis 
cousin’s home. Mr. Bryan denied that 
he was in®an automobile accident at 
Tampa, Fla., Jast Saturday. 

“The only truth abgut that story was 
that I did take an automobile ride,” he 
said. ‘‘The machine did nof collide with 
a post or with anything. The trip was 
without incident, there was no accident 
and my leg was not hurt. I cannot 
account for how that absurd stary got 
out.’’ 

Mr. Bryan was asked for his opinion 
about the Japanese crisis in California. 
He said: 

““T have a decided opinion on the 
Japanese question but I do not wish to 
express it at this time. I do not wish 
to talk off hand about such an import- 
ant matter, such a delicate matter. In 
the near future I shall either dictate 
ah interview or publish in my paper my 
views on the Japanese question. 

He refused/’to say anything about the 
divorce suft of his daughter, Mrs, Ruth 
Bryan Leavitt. He said that was pure- 
ly a family affair in which the public 
ought not to be interested, 

Asked about the Roosevelt proceedings 
against the New York World he said: 
‘“T have already expressed my opinion 
fully on that subject. I think the Fed- 
eral Government is voverstepping its 
bounds in its attempt to discipline the 
press. I think the whole proceeding is 
an outrage.”’ 

Concerning the predicament of Philan- 
der Chase Knox Mr. Bryan said: e 
“T know nothing of that matter ex- 
cept what I have read in the newspa- 
pers. But so far as I know from that 
source it looks like they have Senator 
Knox in a tight place.” 

Mr. Bryan said he would be at the 
home of his cousin all day and that the 
atch string would be on tne outside for 
his friends. 

At 7:30 p. m. Thursday there will be 
a reception to Mr. Bryan at the Jeffer- 
son Club. At 8 p. m. his lecture in tke 
Odeon will begin. At 11:30 p. m. Mr.
